BSCURED by the welter 
of cabled speculations 
nbout the forthcoming Big 
Pour “summit” conference, 
the brief and, not very in- 
_ formative reports of the 
agreement between South 
Africa and Brituin for the 
transfer of the Simonstawn 
naval base have probably 
escaped public attention. 
To the Western world, how- 
ever, the agreement is of 
first Importance, The over- 
riding factor is that the 
transfer malntains, indeed 
strengthens, the strategic 
position of the Common- 
wealth in a vital area, 
Governing the agreement is 
the mutual recognition that 
South Africn must be de- 
fonded from aggression. 
It is, therefore, specially 
significant that’ the South 
‘African government under- 
tukes to provide military and 
alr forces for use against 
aggression from outside the 
territory of Suuth Africa, 
The South 
African Navy is to be ex- 
panded as a contribution 
to forces available for’ con- 
trolling the sea, with con- 
centration on ‘anti - sub- 
marine frigates, mine- 
sweepers and other defence 
craft.

Belgium’s “butter-war”’. is again becoming 
active along the country’s north-east frontier as 
police clash almost ‘daily with smugglers in an 
attempt to stop the illicit traffic. 

They have recently used everything from air- 
eraft to horse-drawn carts,to get cheap ‘Dutch 
butter across the frontier. 


Alreraft. are the smugglers’ 
Jatest innovation, of which 
pollee were unexpectedly made 
aware recently, Inhabitants 
north of Ghent were woken onc 
night by the sound, low over- 
head, of oa Nght tourist plane 
which circled . for ‘ several 
minutes before force-landing In a 
field,

Manila is u city of extremes 
... of wealth and = poverty, 
beauly and squalor, modernity 
and antiquity, top speed ond 
snail's pace, old world and new 
workL It,1s a city of sudden 
contrasts too, much like the teim- 
Perament of the people. 

There is colour in. the day 
from the bright cottons of 
men's Hawallan shirts and 
women's swirllng — skirts;. from 
the candy-striped booths which 
fringe the boulevards, selling 
all Kinds of catables; and from 
the painted Jjeep-buses and 
horse-and-buggy © which — they 
call colesas. 

At night mobile neon lights 
are cartoons in themselves, 

One.of the most striking im- 
pressions we galncd there. was 
‘of the might of the pen, In 
Manila there is unlimited free- 
dom of the Press, When 4 
nowspaper thinks the President 
ought to sack one or two of his 

snys so jin un- 

terms. A member 
of the visitIng Moral Rearma- 
ment group was deseribed us 
“large, burly and black as 
night.” -I ‘quote from society 
chatter in one pauper “The 
Andrews are = heir-conditioning 
for the middle of August.” 


THE MAGICAL 
GOLD BADGE 


Two of us were jssued with a 
Press Pass for the Independence 
Day celebrations from the office’ 
of the Press Sceretary, who is 
the youngest. member of Presi- 
dent Magsaysay’s Cabinet. It 
fooked like -a gold OBE medal 
und worked like Aladdin's lamp. 
It entitled us to u seat in the 
Independence Memorial grand- 
stand from where the’ Vice 
President took the salute in the 
military and clvic parades. [na 
crowd estimated at over half a 
million, the Badge, ‘with the help 
of wu policeman, cleared a path 
for us. Found in our bags it 
exemptcd our ‘luggage . from 
Jurther Customs Inspection! 

Talking of -the Customs, there 
was a world (of difference 
between arrival and departure, 
When we landed at Manila air- 
port they = dispensed 
formalities “in reciprocation of 
the kindness we received in 
Hongkong," they told me, An 
oMfcial invited me off the plane 
first and I was grected with a 
corsage of orchids by a charm- 
ing Filipina in national costume, 
The men were given cigars, 
Our passports. were cxamined 
with all speed and our baggage 
passed without search after wo 
had nothing {to declare, All 
eight of us were awdy within 
16 minutes, (The same ime 
through Cus- 
tomgd and Immigration in 
Hongtoong). 

On the return journey, there 
wes a complete voltd-face. “It 
took an hour to get through 
Manila, Customs, Immigration 
and Currency Control, lo “one 
asked ‘whether ‘we had. ‘any-

atrocities. It is now a national 
shrine and the site of a memorial 
to the Unkndwn Soldier. 


THE OLDEST 
STONE CHURCH 


Intramurog. was founded by 
the Spaniards in. 1571 and 1s 
now mostly in ruins, The re- 
maina of claborate Spanish 
n 
the old churches. One of its 
most remurkable buildings is 
San Augustin, the oldest stone 
church in the Far East, with 
its gigantic oll paintings, ex- 
quisite wrought-iron gates and 
sombre basement vault where 
the remuins of the rich faith- 
ful have een buried = for 
hundreds of years. The incessant 
chants of priests dt prayer 
pervaded the whole  bullding 
when we were there, 

But much of war damage is 

still evident In Manila. Commer- 
celal buildings have not been go- 
ing up at anything like the rate 
they have .in Hongkong, al- 
though “public buildings, like 
state offices, schoolgy and unlycr- 
sities are most impressive. ‘The 
tremendous drop from rich to 
poor is just as plain in the 
residences as in the people them= 
selves. To drive through Forbes 
Park, sometimes called “Milllon- 
aires’ Row", with its sprawling 
bungalows relaxing in the sun, 
iy Iike turning the pages of o 
“House and Garden” magazine, 
On the other hand there are the 
huts of tin, cardboard or wood, 
like any.squatter area in Hong- 
kong. — 
* Our hotel was air-conditioned 
and very comfortable; also ex- 
tremely germ-conscious, I spent 
some time breaking scals — 
white per strips stamped 
“Sterilised” in red which. were 
taped over some of the bath- 
room facilities!

It fs quite an art to'cnrve 
it co that not a drop ef mik is 
Spilt. The top husk fs hecked 
off at one end to expose 2 white 
dome of coconut, so tender, you 
can noke a straw through It to 
sip tts cool milk. * . 


MODERN 
RURAL SCHOOLS 


After an ‘hour's drive or so 
we reached Tagatay, a ridge of 
some 2,000 fett above sea level, 
The scenery ‘here is breath- 
‘taking with the Taal Volcano 
{in the midst of a steaming Taal 
;Lake’ and ithe China Sea 
tbeyorid. 


In the rural areas where 
peasants live In primitive huts 
of straw built on piles, we found 
several bright, modern school- 
bulldings with playgrounds, All 
along the .road were peasant 
children returning home from 
school, A great store is set by 
education in the Philippines. 
Universities - abound, nnd they 
say that each year doctors, 
lawyers, engineers und other 
professional men are turned 
out jn thousands. Medical. and 
legal fees are cheaper than in 
Hongkong; medical drugs, like 
penicillin, are also cheap be- 
cause they are manufactured in 
the country itself. In fact com- 
petition is so great that it ts 
permissible, and indeed quite 
common, for these professional 
men to advertise their talents 
In the local newspapers. : 


The peopie of Manila ure very 
polite and oxtremely charming. 
Every one, even the humblest 
peddlar, speaks some English, 
The sslesgirls, telephone opera- 
ters, hotel Patan and restaurant

HONGKONG 
CUISINE EXCELS 


As for the food in Manila, 1 
think that apart .from ‘their 
juscious tropical fruits and excit- 
ing foda-fountain products, the 
Hongkong cuisine excels, Most 
of the cooking there is donc 
with coconut ofl. The flight- 
hostess -strongly recommended 
trying all their ‘ieq-creams, I 
tried as‘many as I could— 
mango, coconut, yam, besides the 
usual! flavours und ] found them' 
delicious. I also tried the milk. 
Very rich, it comes from a kind 
of waterbuffalo called tho 
caraboa. There is o ban on tho 
slaughter of this very useful 
animal, which also works on the. 
fields. Ani exemption from. this 
ban must come from President 
Magsaysay. - 


The weather wos what sur- 
priscd me most of-all. Maybe 
‘ve were lucky but it was. cer- 
lainly not as unbearable. as we 
had been led to believe, It was 
scorching under the nconday 
sun, of course, but in the shade 
or within buildings there was 
always a cool breeze while in 
the evenings ‘it was cool enough 
ta wear a light cardigan.

“SOVIET MOTIVES 
AT GENEVA. 


SOCIALISTS FALL OUT AMONG 
THEMSELVES ‘OVER ISSUE — 


aS : pe London, July 13. 

French and British Socialists clashed here 
today over the value of speculating on Russia’s 
motives at next week’s Geneva four-power talks, 
. This difference of opinion, the first between 
major delegates at the 30-nation congress of the 
Socialist International, enlivened the ‘second day's 

session. ; ; 


The former French Defence 
Minister, M. Jules -Moch, in 
luunching a debate on disarma- 
ment, had calicd it “idle” to 
seck motives “foz the new 
Russian atti(ude, Whatever they- 
might be, the . response of the 
West should be the same, he 
declared. ; ; 

But in the major British con- 
tribution - to - the - debate, —the- 
former Labour Chancellor 
the Exchequer, Mr Hugh Galt- 
skell, reported that if M. Moch 
meant that Russian motives did 
not matter, he must disagree. 

“Russian intentions are at the 
root ‘of the whole internationul 
situation,” he declared. 


SIGNIFICANT COINCIDENCE 


Mr Gaitskell said It was 
significant that the recent im- 
provement in Russia’s attitude 
had coincided with the carry- 
Ing out of Western. defence 


policy. 

He added: “Our French and 
German comrades will forgive 
mo if I say that they must 
concede that ratification of the 
Paris agreements did not have 
the effect on Russian policy 
which they feared.” 

Mr Gaitskell also clashed with. 
Moch on two other points. 
French statesman had urged 

the West at Geneva not to ralse 
the question of free elestions i 
the Soviet satellite states, “ 

Mr'Galtskell retorted: “If the 

‘Russians press for the removal 
of foreign troops, we would be 
entitled to say that the Russians 
should Clear out of the égatel- 
lites.” . , 
Ho said M. Moch had. “poured 
scorn” on the iden of a domill- 
¢arised zone in. Europe from ao 
milltary viewpoint. But . why] 4 
took af St from a purely military 


angle? If the Russians would 
agree to it, surely it would be 
worth’ trying.” 

COULD NOT BE SURE 

Mr Galtskell’s speech brought 
the Sceretary-General .of the 
French Socialist Party, M. Guy 
Mollet, to the rostrum, to deny 
that elther he or M. Moch had 
termed analysis of Russian 
motives, 2-“‘waste of time’. -~ 

What they had said, he de- 
clared, was that they could not 
be sure of the answer and ,that 
“whatever it really was, the 
duty of the West remained, the 
same”, 2s . ‘ 

M. Moch reiterated the views 
of French Soclalists that “the 
problems of disarmament must 
form the centre of the Geneva 
four-power conference".—Reuter,
